In some cases, the stock are al¬ 
lowed access to the dugout for 
their water needs. On other farms, 
the dugouts are fenced to keep the 
stock out and a trench filled with 
sand filters the water into a near¬ 
by shallow well, from which the 
water is then pumped out to the 
stock. Water handled in the lat¬ 
ter manner is generally fit for 
human consumption. 

Articles in various papers have 
recently reported that farmers in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba are 
getting government assistance to¬ 
wards the cost of pumping from 
large reservoirs into dry dugouts. 

These reports prompted the 
farmers of the Lomond area to try 
to get the same type of assistance 
and many inquiries were made

MR. CHRISTIAN EGGER 

Christian Egger passed away in 
the hospital in Lethbridge on Aug. 
27, 1961, at the age of 76 years. 

Mr. Egger was an early settler 
in the Carmangay district south¬ 
east of town. He served as coun¬ 
cillor on the Little Bow Munici¬ 
pal Council for 20 years. He was 
also active with the effort to have 
a hospital here when the small 
hospital started by Dr. Dimock, 
grew to fill a oig need. He was 
also on the board when It became 
a community hospital and was a 
director for 10 years, when it 
changed to a 20-bed municipal hos¬ 
pital. 

Mr. Egger was bom on Oct. 1, 
1884 at Georgetown, Ohio, and 
came to Canada in 1905. He work¬ 
ed at Raymond ploughing land 
with a steam outfit. Later he 
settled on land east of Carmangay, 
which he still owned at the time 
of his passing, although he had 
retired to live in Lethbridge in 
1951. 

Mr. Egger was married in 1925 
and is survived by his wife Mary 
in Lethbridge; four daughters, 
Mrs. Connie Stettner and Mrs. 
Charlotte Hoffarth of Carmangay, 
Mrs. Maxine Bates of Vulcan and 
Mrs. Marlene Aldoff of Lethbridge;
